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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition 
of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to 
the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1*22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claims raises as to 
whether the claims are directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a 
technological art, environment or machine, which would result in a practical 
application producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form the basis of 
statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim Objections 

3. The numbering of claims is incorrect. Two claims have been numbered 
eleven. Misnumbered claims, independent claim 11 and dependent claims 12-21 
have been renumbered 12-22 respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action' 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
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application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (l), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection 
Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 
2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
5. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Robinson etal(US 6,801,190 Bl). 
Claims 1. 5-8. 10-12. 17. 18. and 20-22: 

Robinson discloses a keyboard system with automatic correction. The system 
predicts an entry and provides users with an additional item of alphanumeric 
information as candidate information (abstract; col. 3, lines 13-59). Robinson 
teaches that the system determines whether the presented candidate information is 
accepted or unaccepted after a predetermined threshold period of time (col. 9, lines 
19-38, 49-57; col. 10, lines 14-57). 
Claims 2 and 13: 

Robinson teaches a keypad key assertion (col. 10, lines 16-24). 
Claims 3 and 14: 

Robinson teaches prediction of additional items based upon a personal 
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context model as corresponds to the user (col. 9, lines 19-67). 
Claims 4' 

See claim 1. Robinson teaches automatically predicting and characterizing 
the presented candidate information as being accepted by the user when no further 
indication is detected within a predetermined amount of time (abstract; col. 3, lines 
13-29; col. 10, lines 16-57; col. 16, lines 22-42; col. 18, lines 47-58; col. 19, lines 5*13; 
col. 24, lines 11-15). 
Claim 9: 

Claims 15, 16 and 19: 

Robinson teaches that the user can configure the system so that predicted 
words are presented with special coloration or highlighting (col. 30, lines 1-5).
